This understanding stemmed 
not only from the memories of 
the great days of the Sinai cam- 
paign and France's historic role 
in granting Israel most vital as- 
sistance at a time of the State’s| 
greatest threat to its security.

In New York, the Uruguayan 
Ambassador, Prof. Enrique Rod- 
riquez Fabregat, an old and de- 
voted friend of Israel since the 
days of the 1947 UN Assembly 
and the preceding UN Special 
Committee on Palestine which 
had first recommended the es- 
tablishment of a Jewish State, 
made another mediation effort 
by arranging a meeting between 
Foreign Minister Golda Meir and 
the Argentine UN chief delegate. 

But Amadeo had apparently 
come from Buenos Aires with 
explicit instructions to take the 
case to the Security Council, and 
with the rejection by Israel of 
Prof. Fabregat’s proposal that 
Eichmann be handed over to the 
Argentine Embassy in Tel Aviv 
until the International Court of 
the Hague would decide who 
should try him, there was noth- 
ing left to discuss. 

The case is likely to prove em- 
barrassing for the majority of 
its members as well as for world 
opinion.The ensuing discussion 
of the legality or morality of 
Eichmann’s capture and Argen. 
tina’s demands for satisfaction 
may very well create an unpre- 
cedented political alignment of 
the Council members, the Jeru- 
salem Post notes. Israel is ex- 
pected to be supported by the 
Soviet Union, France and Poland 
—all countries which them-selves 
have suffered from the horrors 
of Nazi occupation, with Britain 
probably taking a similar stand. 
On the other hand Ecuador, Ita- 
ly, Ceylon, Tunisia and China are 
likely to back Argentina, who 
is herself a Council member, 
Such a line-up would leave the 
decisive vote with the US., since 
seven votes are required to pass 
a resolution and Washington is 
expected to be most reluctant 
to have to decide between join- 
ing in a censure of Israel involv- 
ing the demand for Eichmann’s 
return and the outright objection 
to Argentina’s complaint in view 
of the United State’s present pre. 
carious Position in Latin Amer. 
ica. 

The Argentine complaint was 
brought under Chapter VI of the 
Charter, dealing with the peace- 
ful settlement of disputes. It 
cited Article 34, which says that 
“the Security Council may in- 
vestigate any dispute, or any 
situation which might lead to 
international friction or give rise 
to a dispute, in order to deter- 
mine whether the continuance 
of the dispute or situation is 
likely to endanger the mainten- 
ance of international peace and 
security.”

INSIDE THE REMARKABLE 
PERSONALITY OF GOLDEN

I came 
to Charlotte, N. C.. in the fall of 
1951. It was there that I first met 
Harry Golden. 

I was immediately attracted to

fact some members of my Con- 
gregation resented that I spent 
as much time as I eventually did 
with him 

HE REVELED in being a non. 
conformist, had a freewheeling 
manner of speaking to people, 
and possessed a marvelous sense 
of humor. He delighted in the 
fact that he lived in the mill sec- 
tion, and did his daily shopping 
with the mill workers’ wives. 

Harry was just a little taller 
than he was wide, and constantly 
puffed on a large cigar. His man- 
ner of dress was a picture of 
studied indifference, and when- 
ever he buttoned his shirt collar, 
and put on his hat, he considered 
himself dressed for any social oc- 
casion. 

MY WIFE and I, if not my con- 
gregants, were instantly drawn 
to him, and became good friends 
His conversation, his humor, the 
twinkle in his eye, all combined 


to make an hour spent in his 
company, a stimulating experi- 
ence. 


, The high point of my ministry 
in North Carolina was the weekly 
visit with Harry. Together with 
my wife we would often go out 
for dinner, or sit around his of- 
fice discussing politics, retigion, 
democracy, or the South. 

THREE THINGS in Harry's 
office I can recall very clearly. A 
large dart board across the wall 
from his desk into which he shot 
darts right from his swivel chair. 
At times I would join him in this 
sport. A wall calendar that was 
still hanging because it depicted 
an old Jewish woman blessing 
the Sabbath candles. Above this 
calendar was a handsome photo 





of Robert E. Lee, the great Con 
federate general who reminded 
Harry of his own beaded father 
Lastly I remember the specially 
built shelf over the fireplace on 
which rested a huge one-volume 
encyclopedia, and a_ beautifuily 
illustrated Bible. The Bible was 
always open to Harry’s favorite 
of the prophet Amos, 
“But let justice well up as wa 
ters, and righteousness as a 
mighty stream.” 

ONE OF THE finest private It- 
braries that I have seen was 
right there in Harry’s home. His 
office, his dining room, his bed 
room, all were actually library- 
rooms, with only the most es- 
sential pieces of house furniture 
standing in the middle. Many 
times even his vast porch would 
be lined with stacks of files of 
old newspapers. 

Completely self-taught, study- 
ing and reading had become Har- 
ry’s life from the time he first 
entered his neighborhood library 
as a young man on the lower 
East Side of New York City. He 
was blessed with a photographic 
memory, and probably never for- 
got a sight or sentence that his 
eyes had beheld. 

IT WAS Harry who first indi- 
cated to me that a different kind 
of South really exists; a South 
of gracious living, of neatly kept 
homes and gardens, and even of 
the existence of liberals, of na 
tive-born Southerners who open 
ly questioned the then existing 
mores of their state. 

Harry came to religious serv- 
ices quite regularly on Friday 
evenings. He would scat himself 
in a front pew, and doze a bit 
during the reading of the pray 
ers, but would awaken quickly 
for the sermon. He would listen 
intently. 

His favorite, however, was the 
hymn, “Sholom Aleichem, 
“Peace Be Unto You,” a hymn 
asociated especially with the mes 
sage of the Sabbath. He loved its 
lilting melody and the message 
of good-will it contained.

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Israeli Mother Organizes Her 
Six Sons Into Family Kibbutz 


JERUSALEM (P-O) — An Is- 
raeli mother has organized her 
six sons into a family kibbutz. 

Mrs. Rivka Tollila and her six 
son own six houses and six 
adjacent portions of land at Mo- 
shay Shahar in Hevel Lachish 
which is in the upper Negev. 
They farm in partnership—and 
the mother is a recognized part- 
ner in her own right, Miriam Gil 
reports in the Jerusalem Post. 


THREE OF the boys are mar- 
ried and have their own homes 
now—the other live and eat with 
their mother. 

Profits are pooled and then each 
partner draws an equal salary. 
The mother is an equal partner, 
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but no wives have any shares. 

“My six sons and I work like 
a kibbutz,” she said, “except that 
we make money. That’s better 
than the usual kibbutz: a family 
must have money in its pocket.” 

The Ben Tollilas are a well- 
known Spanish family. They can 
trace their family-tree back 
through generations of rabbis to 
Yehuda Halevi. They lived in 
Toletula, a small town next to 
Toledo. Her father was the rabbi 
of the town at 15 and remained 
the rabbi till his death at 68. 

She learned Hebrew at her 
father’ knee. 

WHEN HER oldest son was 
six, tragedy struck the Ben Tol- 
lila family. Franco’s soldiers 
came to the house and shot her 
husband who was a suppPlier io 
the Spanish Republican Army. 
She took over her husband’s busi- 
ness and struggled hard to bring 
up her family. 

“They grew up into fine boys, 
my sons,” says Rivka, “all of 
them Zionists and idealists. They 
each joined a Zionist youth move. 
ment, and except for the oldest 


son who stayed to help me, one 
by one they went off with Youth 
Aliya to Israel. They went to 
Nahal together—they woulq not 
be separated in the Israe] Army, 
They served through Nitsana and 
Sinai.” 

Ya’acov, Amram and Moshe 
have beautiful wives. There aye 
four grandchildren. 

RIVKA IS A great help to all 
her daughter-in-law, going to 
Migdai Ashkelon to shop tor 
them, sewing for them and their 


children, knitting for the men 
helping to design and furnish 
their houses. 

Rivka is insistent that the

“They have their 
own jobs — looking after their 
husbands and children.

The executive committee of the Board of Deputies of 
‘South African Jewry, which has said repeatedly that apar- 
theid is not an issue for Jewish comment, is concerned with 
reports in Jewish periodicals of other countries which it 
said is unfairly critical about South African Jewry. 

This shows how when an organization is cowardly, 
it moves from one mistake to the next. 


IF SOUTH AFRICAN Jewry can’t speak out, then it 
should welcome, even if clandestinely, the straightforward 
comments from Jews in other countries who can and do 
speak out. 


A few South African rabbis, and a few Jews in high 
places in civic organizations in South Africa, albeit un- 
affiliated Jews, have denounced apartheid. We wish there 
were more. We're proud that most Jewish organizations 
outside of Africa have taken the only stand consistent with 
Jewish beliefs—that any laws based on race are immoral. 


If this stand is unfair to South Africa Jewry, it would 
be unfair to Jews elsewhere to expect them to remain 
silent. 


The integration fight in the U.S. has taught U.S. Jewry 
that it cannot remain indifferent when the rights of any 
group are imperilled. Obviously there are dangers, as wit- 
ness the synagogue bombings in the South. But the greater 
danger is in cowardice which makes a Jewish community 
forsake its heritage in the vain hope that it can escape 
from making a commitment. 


TRIAL MAY ACCUSE US 


NO ONE HAS said it yet, but the likelihood is strong 
that the Eichmann trial will show that many Jewish lead- 
ers and organizations failed their people in this great crisis 
in Jewish history. 

There is of course the excuse that world Jewry did 
not realize the magnitude of the Nazi holocaust, yet a per- 
usal of the pages of a paper like The POST and OPINION 
in the years from 1939 and on, and of course going back 
to the rise of Hitler for that matter, shows that the Nazi 
atrocities were known and that Jews in Hitler’s grasp did 
manage to get out to the world the message of the greatest 
slaughter in history. 


THE TROUBLE WAS that Hitler’s maniacal murder 
scheme was so inhuman that the mind was unable to grasp 
its magnitude and horror.

RABBI CHARLES SHULMAN has been 
our good friend for more than twenty years, 
and as a consequence when we were sent his 
newest book, “What It Means to Be a Jew” 
we opened it with trepidation. If the book 
were pedestrian, our only approach as a 
friend would be to ignore it. Happily that isn’t 
necessary. This is one of the best volumes 
of a discussion of the plight of the contem- 
porary Jew in the U.S. that has come off 
the press. 

We knew Rabbi Shulman when he held 
and lost the richest pulpit in the world— 
North Shore Congregation Israel in Glencoe, 
Il!., a Chicago suburb, and we knew and con- 
sulted with him when he started a congrega- 
tion from scratch in Riverhead, N. Y., just 
north of the Bronx. 


RABBI SHULMAN is a_ non-conformist 
and a fiery soul who looks like a rabbi in the 
movies would look. We came away from the 
first few pages of “What It Means to Be a 
Jew,” in astonishment. This was a new Charles 
Shulman, reasoned, subdued, weighing his 
words carefull, and more particularly refrain- 
ing from extremes. 

Most of the issues Rabbi Shulman dis- 
cusses have been taken up on this page, and 
most of the ills of modern Jewish life have 
been confronted here, but hardly in the com- 
petent way they are handled in the book. 


RABBI SHULMAN wrote us that the 
first edition was practically all sold even be- 
fore publication. The book will become a 
classic of its kind. 

The book is divided into five sections, and 
we preferred the last two—problems and 
issues—because these are the implements we 
work with week after week on this page. 

In his piece on “Trends in Reform” Rabbi 
Shulman displays much wisdom. Even though 
he differs with those who oppose a new for: 
mulation of Reform’s position, he uses schol- 
arly restraint which is most admirable. 


HERE ARE A few quotes from this piece: 

“The battles within Reform Judaism over 
the past half century have centered about 
Zionism, the concept of the peoplehood of 
Israel, ete. Those battles are now over. Re- 
form claims a membership of over a million 
Jews in the U.S. In order to attract that 
number it had to jettison the radical think- 
ing symbolized by many of its 19th-century 
leaders and to accommodate itself to the East 
European religious views from which it was 
formerly quite distant. Both the Central Con- 
ference of American Rabbis and the Union 
of American Hebrew Congregations are strong- 
ly sympathetic to Zionism. The 19th-century 
mission idea is an unimportant issue. Reform’s 
distance from the masses has been bridged, 
and its once exclusive ranks now admit all 
applicants, but there is no clear-cut set of 
principles to replace the Pittsburgh Platform 
which is no longer operative.” 

AND IN ANOTHER place in the same 
section:

“Reform Judaism is less cumbered by 
rigid tradition than are Orthodox and Con- 
servative branches of the Jewish religion, but 
its advantage also presents it with a serious 
handicap: the lack of authority and law to 
give effectiveness to its program.” 

And further on: 


“REFORM HAS A great future if it will 
return to its original European patterns and 
become once more a liberal current in Jewish 
tradition instead of remaining a trustee of q 
static program fixed decades ago and honored 
mostly in the breach today. It cannot hope to 
survive adequately by merely adding patch- 
work to its American foundation. It is the 
foundations itself that demands reestablish. 
ment. Today it follows practices that have 
not been fitted together into a pattern ,, .”

AS A YOUNGSTER we were attracted to 
the synagogue in Louisville known as the 
First Street shul.

In later years, as synagogue architecture 
became our avocation, we learned that if there 
was a traditional Jewish synagogue architec. 
ture, this style with the reading and lectur- 
ing platform in the center, was it. 


SOME YEARS ago Rabbi Samuel Cooper 
in Charleston, W. Va., built a new Orthodox 
edifice, and the bima was in the center.

Now comes a note from Washington, D. C.

| Differences Between Judaism and Christianity 








By Rabbi ABRAHAM HESCHEL 
‘Professor of Mysticism, 
Jewish Theological Seminary) 


Christianity starts with one 
idea about man; Judaism starts 
with another. The idea that Ju- 
daism starts with is that man is 
created in the likeness of God. 
You don’t have to go far to dis- 
cover that it is possible to bring 
forth the divine within you and 
the divine in other men, There is 
always the opportunig to do a 
“mitzvah” (good deed), It is 
with that opportunity that I be- 
gin as a Jew 

Christianity begins with the 
basic assumption that man is es- 
sentially depraved and sinful — 
that left to himself he can do 
nothing. He has to be saved 
Man starts with despair. He is 
involved in evil. 

THIS IS not the Jewish way 
of thinking. When I walk through 
the streets of a city and a Chris. 
tian missionary meets me, the 
first question he asks me is: 
“What do you do for the salva. 
tion of your soul?” I have never 


thought of salvation. It is not a 
Jewish problem. My problem is 
what mitzvah can I do next. Am 
I going to say a ‘brocho’ (bless. 
ing)? Am I going to be kind to 
another person? To study Torah? 
How am I going to prepare for 
the Sabbath? Those are my prob. 
lems 

The central issue in Judaism 
is the mitzvah, the sacred act. 
And it is the greatness of man 
that we can do a mitzvah. How 
great we are that we can fulfill 
the will of God! 

Christianity starts with the 
idea that man is never able to 
fulfill the will of God. All he has 
to do, essentially, is to wait for 
salvation. 

HERE WE have two different 
ways — the classical Jewish way, 
the way of the Bible and the 
rabbis, and the other way. 

I have profound respect for 
Christionity and Christian theo-. 
logy. 

CHRISTIANITY is one way and 
and Judaism is another. I.as a 


Jew do not know what despair 
is. Despair means utter futility, 
being utterly lost. I will never 
be lost. I know where I am going. 
I am the son of Abraham. Des- 
pite all my imperfections, faults 
and sins, I remain a part of that 
Covenant that God made with 
Abraham; we are going toward 
the Kingship of God and the 
Messianic era. This is the preci- 
ousness of being a Jew.
